
Rule 3.02 (FRCP 26) Filing of Discovery and Disclosure Materials. 

 (A) In civil actions, discovery and disclosure materials pursuant to Fed.R.Civ.P. 26, 

30, 31, 33, 34, 35, and 36, and the certificates of their service, shall not be filed with the Court 

except as exhibits to a motion or memorandum. 

 (B) Unless otherwise ordered by the Court, no deposition transcript shall be filed until 

admitted into evidence at trial.  If deposition testimony is needed to support any motion or 

memorandum, a copy of the relevant excerpts shall be filed as an exhibit to the motion or 

memorandum.
